AN ORDINANCE 

An ordinance to fix an addi- 
tional license tax on_ persons, 
firms, corporations and others 
engaged in the business of seil- 
ing, storing or delivering cigar- 
ettes within the corporate limits 
of the City of Elba or its Police 
Jurisdiction; to provide for the 
enforcement of said ordinance; 
and to provide penalties for its 
violation. Be it ordained by the 
City Council of the City of Elba, 
Alabama as follows: 

Section 1. Definitions. Unless 
the context clearly indicates a 
different meaning, the following 
words and phrases wherever 
used in this ordinance shall have 
the meaning respectively ascri- 
bed to them in this section: 
“Person” means a natural per- 
son, firm, corporation, associa- 
tion, club, receiver, and trustee 
or other person acting in a fidu- 
ciary capacity. “Cigarettes” 
means a roll of finely cut to- 
bacco or any substitutes there- 
for enclosed in paper prepared 
for smoking by individuals. 

Package’ means individual 
containers from which or in 
which retail sales of cigarettes 
are normally made or intended 
to be made, “City” means the 
City of Elba. “Corporate Limits” 
means the corporate limits of 
the City. “Police Jurisdiction” 
means the territory outside but 
within one and one-half miles 
of the corporate limits of the 
city not including territory with- 
in the corporate limits of any 
other JAncorporated municipality. 

Retail Price’ means the retail 
Selling price of the cigarettes 
before adding the amount of the 
tax assessed herein or any to- 
bacco tax assessed by the State 
of Alabama. ‘Wholesale Dealer” 
means a person who sells or de- 
livers cigarettes within the City 
or its police jurisdiction, at who- 
lesale only, to retail dealers for 
the purpose of resale only, ‘“Re- 
tail Dealer” means any person 
other than a wholesale dealer, 
who sells or delivers cigarettes 
within the City or its police jur- 
isdiction, and any person opera- 
ting under a retail dealers li- 
cense. “Dealer” means any who- 
lesale or retail dealer as: herein 
defined. “Stamps” means the 
stamp or stamps by the use of 
which the taxes levied under 
this ordinance are paid. “Sold” 
and “Sale’’ mean any transfer 
of title or possession or both, 
exchange or barter, conditiona! 
or otherwise, in any manner or 
by any means whatsoever for a 
consideration or any agreement 
therefor, including rewards, pri- 
zes or premiums of cigarettes 
given as a result of operation on 
punch boards, shooting galleries 
or other activities. “Store” and 
“Stored” mean the storage or 
warehousing of cigarettes in any 
manner, or the withdrawal or 
use of the same for any purpose, 
other than for resale or reship- 
ment outside the City or its 
police jurisdiction. The mascu- 
line gender shall include the 
feminine and neuter genders, 
Wherever the context requires, 
the plural shall include the sin- 
gular and the singular shall in- 
clude the plural. Any words or 
phrases used in this Ordinance 
and not herein defined which 
are defined in the General Reve- 
nue Act of Alabama of 1935 
(General Acts of Alabama of 
1935, pages 530 to 548, inclusive) 
shall have the meanings ascrib- 
ed to them by said act. 

Section 2. Tax Levy in City. 
In addition to all other taxes 
now imposed by law, every per- 
son who sells, stores or delivers 
cigarettes shall nay a license tax 
to the City of Flba, and a license 
tax is hereby fixed and levied, 
for the sale, storage, or delivery 
of cigarettes in the corporate 
limits of the City of Elba which 
license tax shall be in an 
amount equal to two cents (2c) 
for each twenty cigarettes, or 
fraction of said number, con- 
tained in the package so sold, 
stored or delivered. 

Section 2-A. Tax Levy in Po- 
lice Jurisdiction, In addition to 
all other taxes now imposed by 
law, every person who sells, 
stores or delivers cigarettes shall 
pay a license tax to the City of 
Fiba, and a license tax is hereby 
fixed and levied, for the sale, 
storage or delivery of cigarettes 
outside the corporate limits but 
within the police jurisdiction of 
the City of Elba, which license 
tax shall be in an amount equal 
to One Cent (1c) for each twen- 
ty cigarettes, or fraction of said 
number, contained in the pack- 
so sold, stored or delivered.

|Clerk shall keep on hand for 
sale an adequate quantity of 
stamps to be affixed to each 
package of cigarettes in deno- 
minations as required under this 
ordinance, Each such stamp 
shall have inscribed thereon the 
words “City of Elba Tobacco 
Tax”. Said stamps may be sold 
to wholesale dealers only by the 
City Clerk at a price equal to 
ninety percent of the full 
amount thereof, the remaining 
ten percent of such full amount 
representing compensation to 
the wholesale dealer for the la- 
bor of affixing such stamps to 
the package in which the cigar- 


ettes are contained. All other 
persons, except such wholesale 
dealers, must pay the full 


amount of the stamps, but no 
person shall be entitled to pur- 
chase any such number of 
stamps as shall cause the purch- 
ase price to include a fraction of 
a cent. 

Section 4. Affixing stamps. Be- 
fore any cigarette shall be sold, 
stored or delivered within the 
corporate limits of the City or 
‘its police jurisdiction by any 
‘dealer, such dealer shall affix 
to each package of cigarettes a 
Stamp or stamps obtained from 
the City Clerk of the City of 
'Elba in the amount set out in 
this ordinance in payment of 
the license taxes imposed by this 
ordinance, Every dealer shall, 
/ Within one hour after receipt of 
any ligarettes within the City 
or its police jurisdiction, unless 
Sooner offered for sale, cause 
stamps to the requisite amount 
of the tax to be affixed as herein 
provided and shall cause the 
Same to be cancelled by writing 
or stamping with waterproof ink 
across the face of each stamp 
such registered number as shall 
be furnished to such dealer by 
the City Clerk. After such stam- 
ping has been begun, it shall be 
continued with reasonable dili- 
gence by such dealer until all 
unstamped cigarettes shall have 
been stamped, and the stamps 
cancelled as herein provided, but 
no stamp required to be affixed 
to any package of cigarettes 
shall, after the same has been 
affixed as herein provided, be 
again used in payment of any 
part of the tax levied under this 
ordinance. Such stamps shall be 
affixed in such manner that 
their removal will require con- 
tinued application of water or 
steam. In the case of cigarettes 
sold by retail in package, the 
stamps shall be affixed to each 
individual package in such a 
way that such stamps shall be 
torn in two or mutilated when 
such package is opened. 


Section 5. Records. Every 
wholesale dealer shall, at the, 
time of selling or delivering cig- 
arettes into the City of Elba or 
its police jurisdiction, make 
true duplicate invoice of the 
same, which shall show full and 
complete details of the sale or 
delivery or such cigarettes and 
the prices thereof. Every whole- 
sale dealer and every retail dea- 
ler shall keep a record of the 
purchase, sale, exchange or re- 
ceipt of cigarettes. All such in- 
voices and cancelled checks and 
other memoranda pertaining to 
any such purchase, sale, exch- 
ange or receipt shall be retained 
for a period of three years and 
shall be subject to inspection of 
the City Clerk or his duly au-, 
thorized deputy, who shall have 
the power and authority to en- 
ter upon the premises of any 
dealer at all reasonable times 
the purpose of examining 
such invoices, records, cancelled 
checks and other memoranda. 
Any person who purchases or 
receives in any manner whatso- 
ever cigarettes which do not 
have stamps affixed in the man- 
ner required by the ordinance 
shall, within three days after 
receipt of such cigarettes, report 
the receipt and purchase thereof 
to the City Clerk, giving the date 
of purchase or receipt, the name 
of the person or firm from 
whom purchased or received, 
and a list describing the cigar- 
ettes so purchased or received 
and the purchase price there- 
of. Such report must be made by | 
registered mail or in person. | 

Section 6. Illegal Acts. Among 
others, the following acts and 
omissions shall be unlawful: 

(a) It shall be unlawful for 
any person who is required by 
this ordinance to affix stamps 
to cigarettes to fail to affix such 
stamps or to cancel such stamps 
in the manner or within the 
time required by this ordinance. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for 


any person to sell, offer for sale,

have not been affixed and can-

(c) It shall be unlawful for 
any person to have in his pos- 
session or under his control any 
cigarettes where stamps have 
not been affixed in the manner 
required by this ordinance for 
more than six hours after re- 
ceipt of such cigarettes on the 
premises of such person. The 
possession of each package of 
cigarettes not having proper 
Stamps affixed as required by 
this ordinance shall be deemed 
a separate offense. 

(d) It shall be unlawful to 
manufacture, buy, sell, offer for 
sale, or possess, or attempt so to 
do, any reproduction or counter- 
feit of the stamps provided for 
in this ordinance, or to possess 
tools, implements, instruments 
or materials of any kind neces- 
sary or appropriate to reproduce 
or counterfeit such stamps, or 
to alter or cause to be altered 
any stamps herein provided for. 

(e) It shall be unlawful to re- 

move from a package or other- 
wise wrepare any stamps with 
intent to use or cause the same 
to be used, after it has already 
been used, or to buy, sell, offer 
for sale or give away any wash- 
ed, removed, altered or restored 
stamp to any person, or to have 
in possession any such washed 
or removed or restored or alter- 
ed stamp, or, for the purpose of 
indicating payment of any tax 
hereunder, to reuse any stamp 
which has theretofore been used 
for the payment of any tax pro- 
vided in tsis ordinance, or to 
sell any stamp provided for 
herein except as to sales made 
by the City Clerk. 
' (f) It shall be unlawful to re- 
use or refill with cigarettes any 
package from which cigarettes 
have been removed and with re- 
spect to which the tax has 
theretofore been paid. 

(g) It shall be unlawful for 
any person, who is in this ordi- 
nance required to keep records, 
to fail or to omit to keep the 
same in the manner herein pro- 
vided, or to refuse to permit the 
City Clerk or his duly authorized 
deputy to inspect the same at 
any reasonable hour, or to in- 
terfere with or obstruct the City 
Clerk or his duly authorzed dep- 
uty in the making of any such 
inspection.

(b) This ordinance shall not 
be construed to apply to cigar- 
ettes stored for the purpose of 
resale or reshipment outside the 
City and its police jurisdiction 
and ‘which are actually so re- 
sold or reshipped. 

(c) This ordnance shall not 
be construed to repael any of 
the provisions of the General 
License Code of the City, but 
shall be held to be cumulative. 

(d) Whenever the requisite 
amount of stamps has been af- 
fixed to the cigarettes or the 
packages containing the same as 
required herein, this ordin- 
ance shall not be construed to 
require additional stamps to be 
affixed thereto in case of sub- 
sequent sales, deliveries, or stor- 
age. 

Section 8. Severability. Each 
and every provision of this or- 
dinance is hereby declared to be 
an independent provision, and 
the holding of any provision 
hereof to be void or invalid shall 
not affect any other provision 
hereof, and it is hereby declared 
that the other provision of this 
ordinance would have been en- 
acted regardless of any provis- 
ion which might be held invalid.

Daughter of Czar 
Reported Living 
In New Jersey 


NEWARK — The old story that 
one of the daughters of Czar Nicho- 
las Il of Russia escaped to this 
country came to light recently in 
New Jersey. 

The attorneys of Mrs. Marie Louise 
Betelle of Millburn describe their 
client as the escaped princess. 

The story came to light when 
the attorneys filed a suit for Mrs. 
Betelle asking an accounting from 
her husband ‘for thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of jewels, among them 
a diamond pendant once worn by 
the late czar. 

Mrs. Betelle will neither confirm 
nor deny the statements in her suit 
that she is the late czar's daughter, 
Princess Anastasia, but her home 
lends credence to that belief. 

For instance, it contains many 
old Russian ikons, oi] paintings 
and exquisite pieces of silver and 
glass. The paintings, which Mrs. 
Betelle says were given her by 
members ‘‘of my family,” bear the 
sea] of the house of Romanoff. So 
do magnificent silver serving 
pieces. 

Some quarters report that claims 
Betelle is heir to the 
Russian throne are not altogether 
fantastic. In the 1930's a woman 
came to this country from Europe 
and was described by other es- 
caped Russian nobles as Nicholas’ 
daughter. She traveled in seclusion 
on the Berengaria and was smug- 
gled ashore throug’: a freight ele- 
vator, swathed in veils, to escape 
reporters who had caught the ru- 
mor of her origin. 

Mrs. Betelle is supposed to have 
met her husband in Europe where 
he had become a friend of Prince 
Henry Ernest August, a cousin of 
Czar Nicholas, 

Although Mrs. Betelle will not 
talk now, She said: “Some day I 
will tell the world about my life, 
but not yet.”

Shain Stores’ Popularity 


Growing In United States 

MILWAUKEE — Americans are 
changing their buying habits, ac- 
cording to a Midwest survey. 

The survey, taken in and around 
Milwaukee, indicates the chain 
store has gained the upper hand 
over the neighborhood grocer, In 
1939 the independent merchants 
hod 53.9 per cent of the food sales, 

In 1040, however, there began a 
trend toward the chain, stores that 
has continued through the years 
until today they have 35.9 per cent 
of the business in the Milwaukee 
area and independents 31.2 per 
cent. The remainder prefer to buy 
from independents and chain stores 
which are members of groups, 

Another interesting trend re- 
vealed by the survey is the fact 
that 50.5 per cent of the people buy 
their groceries on Friday, as com- 
pared with 35.6 per cent on Satur- 
day. 

Increasing popularity for frozen 
foods, baking mixes, canned meats 
and white bread was also indicated, 

The most surprising trend indi- 
cated by the survey was a decline 
in the sale of margarine from 40.4 
per cent last year to 33.4 per cent 
this year, 


Papa Spank? Restrain 
Yourself, It Won’t Help 


DETROIT—Junior may be bad, 
but don’t spank until he is over 
two years old, says a prominent 
physician. 

Dr, John C, Montgomery, promi- 
nent pediatrician, says that many 
children in this country are spanked 
before they are a year old and 
most of them before they reach 
two years of age. 

‘It does no good,’?’ Dr. Mont-
